NEW BRITAIN, Conn. - After a scoreless first half, the Revolution scored three 
second-half goals en route to a 3-0 victory over the Richmond Kickers in the third 
round of the 2008 Lamar Hunt U.S. Open Cup. Defending champions of the event, 
the Revs used goals from Sam Brill, Joe Germanese and Taylor Twellman and a pair 
of assists from Chris Tierney to secure passage to the quarterfinals. The third-round 
match, which was originally scheduled to begin at 7 p.m., kicked off just before 9 
p.m., following an almost two-hour delay because of strong thunderstorms moving 
through the area. Brill and Germanese’s goals were the first of their professional 
careers, while Twellman got his first starting nod after returning from an ankle injury 
last Saturday. Doug Warren, making his first start for the first team since the 2006 
U.S. Open Cup quarterfinals, earned the shutout with a five-save effort.

U.S. OPEN CUP FOURTH ROUND: REVOLUTION AT RICHMOND KICKERS (USL PRO) 

TEAM NOTES 


U.S. OPEN CUP UNDERWAY 

While Major League Soccer is in the midst of a two-week break in its schedule during the 
group stages of the 2014 FIFA World Cup, the Revolution returns to the field this week when 
the team enters the bracket of the 2014 Lamar Hunt U.S. Open Cup ... the Revs will travel to 
face the Richmond Kickers (USL PRO) in the fourth-round match on Wednesday, June 18 ... 
kickoff is set for 7 p.m., and the Kickers will provide a live web stream of the match. 

REVS-RICHMOND NOTES 

Wednesday’s match will mark the second time New England and Richmond will have met in 
U.S. Open Cup play ... the teams met in a 2008 third-round match played at New Britain’s 
(Connecticut) Veterans Stadium where the Revs claimed a 3-0 win to advance to the fourth 
round ... two current Revs players were on the game day 18 for that match: Chris Tierney 
(LM, two assists) and Brad Knighton (back-up goalkeeper). 

REVS AGAINST THIRD-DIVISION TEAMS IN USOC 

Wednesday’s match will be the club’s sixth match against a third-division club in U.S. Open 
Cup play ... overall, the Revs are 2-1-2 in those matches, with results including advancing on 
penalties (Crystal Palace Baltimore in 2008 quarterfinals), falling in penalties (Harrisburg City 
Islanders in 2012 third round) and a loss in extra time (Harrisburg in 2009 third round). 

REVOLUTION IN THE U.S. OPEN CUP 

The Revolution has a 13-11-4 all-time record in U.S. Open Cup action ... the club is also the 
2007 U.S. Open Cup champion, marking the club’s first-ever cup championship ... the Revs 
played in their first tournament in 1997, and advanced to the final for the first time in 2001 ... 
the team fell in its opening round in 2003, 2004 and 2005, before advancing to the quarterfinal 
in 2006 ... one year later, the Revs won the tournament, topping FC Dallas, 3-2, on the road 
to claim the title ... the team returned to the semifinals in 2009, falling to D.C. United on the 
road, 3-1 ... the Revs dropped their opening matches in 2009 and 2010, and made it through 
two rounds of MLS play-in action in 2011 before falling to Kansas City ... last year, the Revs 
advanced to the quarterfinals before falling to D.C. 

THE U.S. OPEN CUP IN BRIEF 

Dating back to 1914, the Lamar Hunt U.S. Open Cup is the oldest cup competition in United 
States soccer and is among the oldest in the world ... open to all affiliated amateur and pro¬ 
fessional teams in the U.S., the Open Cup is a 101-year-old, single-elimination tournament... 
the winner claims the Dewar Challenge Trophy, one of the oldest nationally-contested trophies 
in American team sports. 

FIFTH-ROUND SCENARIOS 

Should the Revolution advance to the fifth round with a win on Wednesday, the Revolution 
would either: 

• If the Revolution defeats Richmond, and D.C. United (MLS) defeats the Rochester 
Rhinos (USL PRO) on Tuesday, June 17, the Revolution would travel to play D.C. 

United - the defending U.S. Open Cup champion - at Maryland SoccerPlex (Boyds, 
Md.) on Tuesday, June 24. 

• If the Revolution defeats Richmond and Rochester defeats D.C., then the Revolution 
would host the Rhinos at Brown University’s Stevenson Field in Providence on Wednes¬ 
day, June 25. Kickoff would be 7:30 p.m. 

USOC STATS BREAK DOWN 

Kelyn Rowe leads all current Revs players in U.S. Open Cup scoring ... in four matches, he 
has scored five goals and added one assist... other players who have scored goals in USOC 
action include Andy Dorman (3), Teal Bunbury (3 with Kansas City), and Chris Tierney, Shalrie 
Joseph, Lee Nguyen, Dimitry Imbongo, Jerry Bengtson and Charlie Davies (with D.C.) all with 
one...

REVS AT THE BREAK 

The Revs are in the middle of a three-week break between matches, courtesy of the MLS 
World Cup break ... at the break, the Revolution is 7-5-2, has 23 points and is second in the 
10-team Eastern Conference ... in 2010 - the first year MLS took a break in the schedule for 
the group round of matches - the Revs were 3-7-2 and had 11 points, ranking fifth in the eight- 
team Eastern Conference. 

SECOND IN THE EAST, FOURTH IN MLS 

At the break, the Revolution are second in the Eastern Conference after 14 games - two 
points behind leader D.C. United which has played 15 games ... overall in the Supporters’ 
Shield race, the Revolution are fourth with 1.64 points per game and a game in hand on the 
three teams ahead of it: Seattle Sounders FC (2.13 ppg, 15 games), D.C. United (1.67 ppg, 15 
games) and Real Salt Lake (1.67 ppg, 15 games)... the Revs’ 14 games played are the least 
among the top seven teams in the Supporters' Shield race, with only Vancouver (13 games) 
and Toronto (11 games) having fewer games played among the league’s top 10 teams. 

KNIGHTON’S HOMECOMING ... 

Brad Knighton grew up in Richmond, Va., and is expected to make a return to the area with the 
Revs this week ... after graduating high school, Knighton went to college at UNC-Wilmington 
... he signed with the Revs in 2007, and spent three seasons in New England before being 
picked by Philadelphia in the 2010 Expansion Draft... he played one season in Philly before 
signing with the Carolina Railhawks (NASL) in 2011 ... he later followed Railhawks head coach 
Martin Rennie to Vancouver Whitecaps FC when he was hired ahead of the 2012 season ... 
Knighton spent two seasons in Vancouver before being traded back to his original pro club, 
New England, last winter. 

...AS A SECOND-TIME DAD 

Brad Knighton will be making the trip down to Richmond after a rather hectic two weeks ... his 
wife Britney delivered the couple's second child - Owen Bradley - on Friday, June 6, two weeks 
early... Owen was originally due on Thursday, June 19 ... the couple's first child - Olivia - is 2.5 
years old. 

BENGSTON REPPING REVS IN BRAZIL 

The Revolution has been without Honduran forward Jerry Bengtson since May 17 when he 
departed to join up with the Honduras World Cup squad ... Bengtson started and played 45 
minutes in Los Catrachos’ opening match against France on Sunday, June 15 ... while Hondu¬ 
ras fell, 3-0, in their opener, they still have two Group E matches left: June 20 against Ecuador 
and June 25 against Switzerland ... Bengtson now has 45 caps with Honduras, scoring 19 
international goals. 

BALANCE IS THE NAME OF THE GAME 

Entering the World Cup break, the Revs are one of the most balanced teams in the league ... 
the Revolution is one of only two teams - joining Real Salt Lake - who are ranked in the top 
half of the league’s goal-scoring and goals-against ranks ... the Revs rank seventh in goals 
scored (1.50 per game) and are eighth in goals against average (1.29)... Real Salt Lake (1.67 
goals scores per game and 1.40 goals allowed per game) is the only other team in the top half 
of both rankings.

HOME IS WHERE THE HEART IS 

The Revolution is tied for the league's top home record - with Seattle - boasting a 4-1-1 mark 
and .750 winning percentage at Gillette Stadium this season (Seattle is 3-1-4 at home for a 
.750 winning percentage)... the team’s 2-0 loss to New York on June 8 was the Revs' first loss 
at home in 2014, and its first at Gillette Stadium since Sept. 8, 2013 (a 4-2 loss to Montreal 
after playing down a man for 85 minutes)... while the Revolution did not allow a goal at home 
until May 24, the team’s 0.50 goals against average at home is tops in MLS ... New England’s 
1.83 goals scored per game at Gillette Stadium is sixth-best in the league. 

START STRONG, FINISH STRONG 

New England is a perfect 6-0-0 when scoring the first goal of a game ... the Revs are the only 
team in the league with a perfect record when striking first in a match ... a total of five teams 
are undefeated when scoring the first goal, but each has seen at least one match end in a 
draw after scoring first. 

SIMPLE FORMULA: SCORE AND WIN 

This season, the Revolution is 7-0-1 when scoring a goal this season ... conversely, the Revs 
are 0-5-1 when being shutout this year... in games in which the team scores at least one 
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goal, the team has come away with 22 of a possible 24 points ... in the six matches in which 
the Revs have been shut out, New England is winless and has only take one point out of a 
possible 18. 

IT TAKES TWO 

In the Revolution's seven wins, the Revolution has scored at least two goals in each victory ... 
in the matches in which the Revs have scored one or fewer goals, New England is 0-5-2 ... 
four of the team’s wins have come by two or more goals, while three wins were by one goal. 

REVS WAITING FOR DAYS GONE “BYE” 

With their designated bye weekend coming in Week 22 of the schedule (Aug. 9-13), the 
Revolution will be the last team in MLS who will enjoy a bye weekend outside of the league’s 
current World Cup break ... with the exception of Portland - who does not have an in-season 
bye week in their schedule besides the World Cup break - every other team in MLS will have 
enjoyed at least one bye weekend before the Revs sit out Week 22 of the schedule ... this 
year's schedule is a stark change from the 2013 slate that saw the Revs have two bye weeks 
in the first six weeks of the schedule: Week 1 and Week 6. 

CALDWELL CLOSING THE DOOR 

Although Scott Caldwell hasn’t found himself in the starting 11 this year as much as he did in 
the 2013 season, his value off the bench has been huge for the Revs ... in the eight matches in 
which Caldwell has come on as substitute, the Revs have posted a 7-0-1 record:

FARRELL FINDS HIS SPOT 

Andrew Farrell was heralded coming into MLS as one of the league and U.S.’ top defensive 
prospects, and after a stand-out rookie season, is now displaying a consistently top-notch 
effort as a sophomore ... Farrell, who played all of his minutes in 32 matches at right back last 
year, has seen time at both right back and center back in 2014 ... he's been named to MLS’ 
team of the week three times already this season - once as a right back and twice as a center 
back - and has been noticeably controlling along the backline this year... Farrell’s consistent 
and stellar play has pundits looking ahead to a potential star role at the international level: 

"... he’s emerged as a defender set to stake his international claim during the next World Cup 
cycle.” - Brian Straus, Sl.com (May 2, 2014) 

THE BEARD BET 

Andrew Farrell is styling a growing beard, and it’s all because of a bet... in the off-season, Far¬ 
rell challenged his brother, Will, that he would grow a beard until he scored his first MLS goal... 
after coming oh-so-close against San Jose last year - Jon Busch made a shoe-string stop on a 
full extension to his right - Farrell is determined to score his first MLS goal this year - or have a 
growing beard for the season. 

FAGUNDEZ IS FINALLY A GRADUATE 

Already Major League Soccer’s all-time leading scorer as a teenager, Diego Fagundez ac¬ 
complished another personal milestone on June 5: he graduated high school... he walked in 
Fitchburg, Mass.’ Goodrich Academy’s graduation ceremony, earning his diploma in four years 
- on time - playing professional soccer the last three-and-a-half years ... during the ceremony, 
he made a speech thanking his principle and guidance counselor, and also presented the two 
with signed, framed Fagundez jerseys. 

YES, FAGUNDEZ IS STILL A TEENAGER 

Diego Fagundez, still a teenager, is now in his fourth year as a member of the Revs ... 
Fagundez, who turned 19 on Feb. 14, had a career year in 2013, scoring 13 goals (to tie for 
fifth in MLS) and added seven assists to lead the club in scoring ... the Leominster, Mass., 
product was also voted team MVP ... his 13 goals last season all came from the run of play, 
and marked the highest season goal total for a teenager in MLS history - and he is the only 
teenager in MLS history to score 10 or more goals in one season ... Fagundez now has 21 
goals in his career and holds the league record for goal scoring by a teenager, last set by 
Eddie Gaven (16 goals).

FAGUNDEZ CLAIMS NINTH PLACE FOR HIMSELF 

With 21 career goals, Diego Fagundez has claimed sole possession of ninth place on the 
Revs’ career goal scoring chart... he entered the season with 17 goals-tied for 10th with Andy 
Dorman - but his two goal effort against Seattle on May 11 jumped him over Raul Diaz Arce for 
ninth place ... Fagundez has also been an opportunistic scorer, and his seven game-winning 
goals are seventh in club history, tied with Kheli Dube. 

“ROWEING” TO WINS 

In 2013, Kelyn Rowe had one of the more impressive sophomore campaigns of any MLS 
player in recent history ... the 22-year-old scored seven goals and added a team-best eight 
assists in 33 appearances last year, while developing his now familiar “Roweing” goal celebra¬ 
tion ... his two-year resume is so impressive that Rowe was cited as an upstart candidate for 
2014 MLS MVP: “A lot of that falls on the shoulders of Rowe, who has the talent to be an MVP 
candidate. Seriously: He is one of my dark-horse picks this year...” - Matt Doyle, MLSSoccer. 
com analyst. 

TIERNEY’S LEFT FOOT TOPS ALL 

Chris Tierney, the Revs’ longest tenured player, is one of MLS' most dangerous - and accurate 
- free kick takers ... the left-footed Tierney topped Opta's list of most accurate free-kick takers 
since 2011, as published by MLSSoccer.com early in 2014 ... his average deviation off target 
of 7.81 degrees bettered second-place Jeff Larentowicz ... Houston's Brad Davis - considered 
by many the top set-piece taker in the league - had a variance of 13.24 degrees off target... of 
Tierney’s seven career goals, three have been direct free kicks:

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May 21,2011 at San Jose 86th minute L, 2-1 

July 4,2011 at Real Salt Lake 16th minute T, 3-3 

May 17, 2014 at Philadelphia Union 57th minute W, 5-3 

OPPONENTS DOING IT ON THEIR OWN 

So far this season, the Revolution's opponents have scored two own goals for New England 
... San Jose’s Victor Bernardez added one on March 29 in the Revs' 2-1 win, while Seattle's 
Chad Marshall scored one for the Revs on May 11 in New England's 5-0 win ... the two own 
goals received this year is the second-highest total in club history already (with 1998, 2003, 
2008 and 2012) - with 20 games still remaining ... in 2005, opponents scored three own goals, 
the most the Revs have ever received in one season. 

HERE’S NEUMANN 

Rookie Steve Neumann as been the Revs’ go-to guy off the bench so far this season ... he’s 
made a team-high nine substitute appearances this year, all coming in the central midfield ... 
the first-year midfielder out of Georgetown was selected fourth overall in the 2014 SuperDraft 
... he has come on in the second half in each of the last eight games, with his 71st-minute 
appearance last Sunday against New York his longest of the season so far. 

SENE SEES TIME 

Saer Sene made his first appearance in a league match last Sunday when he entered the 
game against New York in the 81st minute ... it was his eighth appearance of the year, and his 
fifth substitute showing ... the June 8 appearance was his first since April 19, when he started 
at right mid at Chicago.

I think that it's one of 
those things that is going to go on all year. It's not going to be the day one starter, and then 
whoever it is, he’s the starter for 34 games. I think there’s going to be a battle throughout the 
season."

England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s inception in 1996. 

With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag of New Eng¬ 
land now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the region’s revolutionary history, 
and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 

Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the most mean¬ 
ingful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives in honor on the back of 
every New England Revolution jersey. 

Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded that the 
club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to proudly represent the 
historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field, each and 
every game.
